(U.S. Patent 6,667,511) herein known as Fang fails to disclose the dielectric layer. 

In response to Applicants' contention that Fang fails to disclose forming a dielectric layer, Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Applicants' attention Is respectfully directed to (col. 10, lines 6-65 and FIG. 9i) where Fang discloses forming a dielectric layer 322 and a 
control gate (poly 2) 338 over the floating gate layer (polyl) 312 in the cell region 346, wherein the dielectric layer 322 including an oxide 
layer and a nitride layer (ONO) (col. 10, lines 35-36). 

For this reason. Examiner holds the final rejection proper.
